San Francisco, Cal.. Dec. 11.—The 


fiercest storm that this city has ex- 
perienced in many years swept: over 
San Francir.cn, causing the death of 
one man, injuring u score- of others, 
and doing damage estimated at half 
a million dollars. Sections of ruined 
walls were leveled, temporary struc- 
tures blown down, schools and houses 
unroofed, colla.-s and basements flood- 
ed, streetcar service interrupted fo 
several hours and all activity on thr

McAdie of the weather bureau said 
that it was the severest-storm experi- 
enced on th'is part of Iho coast for M 
years. The wind reached a velocity
